O Looking for people with information 
about victim’s whereabouts on Nov. 19 


Halifax Regional Police are being 
tight-lipped about how two arrests 
made this week may or may not 
influence the investigation into the 
murder of Christina Kathleen Cline. 

Police arrested a 36-year-old man 
in Halifax and a 25-year-old woman 
in Dartmouth Tuesday morning. 
Both were interviewed and released 
yesterday morning without charges. 

Police spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter said police had the 
grounds to arrest the two people 
and bring them in for questioning, 
but said “at the end of the day, we 
didn’t have the information we 
needed to lay charges.” 

“Investigators have been work¬ 
ing veiy hard on this file, and even 
though we haven’t put a lot of infor¬ 
mation forward, there’s been a lot 
of behind-the-scenes activity,” Pal¬ 
meter said yesterday. “Now we’ll 
be looking into where to go from 
here.” 

Palmeter said both people were

known to the victim, but would not 
say how they were known to her. 
He said police now believe the mur¬ 
der was not a random act but said 
that information didn’t necessari¬ 
ly come out of interviewing the two 
people. 

“We believe we’re far enough 
along that we can say this is not a 
random act.” 

Palmeter said no more arrests 
are planned at this point. 

On Nov. 19 around 10:40 a.m., a 
man walking in Shubie Park, in an 
area known as Vivian’s Way, dis¬ 
covered the body of 27-year-old 
Cline of Dartmouth.

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Soldiers mishandled weapons: Military 

CAPE BRETON POST 


Four Canadian soldiers vio¬ 
lated standards for 
weapons handling before 
and after they were de¬ 
ployed to Afghanistan in 
2007, a military investiga¬ 
tion has concluded. 

“Remedial action” has 
been taken against three of 
the soldiers, all of them 
members of 36 Canadian 
Brigade Group, the main 
army reserve unit based in 


Halifax, the Canadian 
Forces said in a statement 
yesterday 

Capt. Collette Brake, a 
spokeswoman for the unit, 
said the soldiers received a 
warning, probation or 
counselling, but she could¬ 
n’t elaborate. 

“These are not charges 
against the members but 
administrative in nature,” 
she said in an email. 


“In order to respect the 
privacy of the members, we 
are not permitted to pro¬ 
vide specific details.” 

Allegations of inappro¬ 
priate use of weapons arose 
in 2009 during the first of 
two militaiy trials involving 
Matthew Wilcox, then a 
corporal with the unit, 
based in Sydney, N.S. 

At the initial court mar¬ 
tial, testimony, photos and 


videos submitted as evi¬ 
dence suggested there were 
several instances of inap¬ 
propriate use of weapons 
by members of the unit. 

That prompted the mili¬ 
tary to start an investiga¬ 
tion. 

Last month, Wilcox was 
sentenced to four years in 
prison for fatally shooting 
fellow soldier Cpl. Kevin 
Megeney. the Canadian press

O Centre’s future may hinge on world economic markets

Transportation and Infra¬ 
structure Renewal Minis¬ 
ter Bill Estabroolcs said 
he’ll be returning his at¬ 
tention next month to the 
proposed convention cen¬ 
tre project for downtown 
Halifax. 

But the fate of Joe 
Ramia’s Nova Centre may 
already be outside the 
province’s hands. 

Estabroolcs said Ramia 
showed considerable pa¬ 
tience with the three lev¬ 
els of government as they 
worked out a $163.4-mil- 
lion funding deal for the 
project. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment is returning the 
favour. 

“I’m keeping track of 
the days,” Estabroolcs said 
yesterday. “(But) Joe was 
very patient with us 


through the negotiation 
period ... and we’re going 
to continue to be patient 
with him. It’s a top priori¬ 
ty for me, though, as Janu¬ 
ary appears on the 
horizon.” 

Four months ago yes¬ 
terday, the federal govern¬ 
ment kicked in $51.4 
million to the convention 
centre project. At the 
time, Ramia indicated he 
hoped to have tenants for 
the financial centre — the 
above-ground portion of 
the project — by early No¬ 
vember. 

When asked about the 
issue yesterday, Ramia 
had no comment. He also 
had no comment when 
asked when his company, 
Rank Inc., will make a fi¬ 
nal decision on the proj¬ 
ect. 

In August, Ramia said 
he had already ap¬ 
proached potential ten¬ 
ants with a Plan B — one 


that did not include the 
convention centre. 

“Now we’re going to go 
back and say, ‘Look, you 
liked (the Nova Centre) 
project before. Can you 
deal with (a later occupan¬ 
cy date)?”’ Ramia told 
Metro on Aug. 14. 

Ramia said he received 
one positive response for 
a “major tenancy.” 

Since then, however, 
world financial markets 
have been less than stable 
— meaning firms may be 
less inclined to open up 
new offices.

Both the Centennial and 
Victoria buildings at Victo¬ 
ria General will be demol¬ 
ished in the coming years. 

Standing in an old, de¬ 
serted hospital room in the 
Centennial building yester¬ 
day, Health Minister Mau¬ 
reen MacDonald 

announced the province’s 
plans to make some major 
hospital upgrades in Hali¬ 
fax. 

She said a request for 
proposals will be issued 
early in the new year for a 
consultant to put together 
a report outlining costs 
and timelines for modern¬ 
izing and consolidating the 
Capital Health district over 
the next five years. 

A big part of that plan is 
taking down the Centenni¬ 
al and Victoria buildings, 
which are more than 40 
years old. Right now, inpa¬ 
tient-outpatient specialized 
care is offered in the two 
different buildings, creat¬ 
ing duplication and ineffi¬ 
ciency. 

Patients will soon start 
transferring from Centen¬ 
nial to the newer Halifax 
Infirmary site. 

Chris Power, Capital 
Health CEO, and MacDon¬ 
ald wouldn’t say what 
would be built on the site 
once the two buildings are 
demolished, but it’s obvi¬ 
ous tertiary care will need 
to go somewhere. 


“It makes sense to look 
to that site where we have 
the space,” Power said. 

Up to five floors could 
also be added to the Hali¬ 
fax Infirmary. 

And there’s speculation 
on what could be built on 
the former Queen Eliza¬ 
beth High School site at 
the Willow Tree intersec¬ 
tion. 

“Putting in an additional 
floor (for the infirmary) is a 
part of the possibilities,” 
MacDonald said.

Annual visits still lag behind 2010 numbers 


Three per cent more visi¬ 
tors graced Nova Scotia’s 
shores in October com¬ 
pared with the same time 
last year. 

But despite the bump, 
year-to-date tourism con¬ 
tinues to lag behind 2010 
levels. 

In October, air travel to 


the province was up by 15 
per cent, while road travel 
decreased by two per 
cent. That continues the 
year to date trend, which 
saw a nine per cent in¬ 
crease in air travel and a 
six per cent decrease in 
road travel compared to 
2010. 


The increase in October 
was partially driven by a 
10 per cent increase in 
overseas visits. Travel 
from the United States de¬ 
creased four per cent that 
month. 

Domestic travel has al¬ 
so declined two per cent 
so far this year.

Trudeau apologizes 
after swearing at Kent 



O Unparliamentary language 
causes uproar in Commons 


His father claimed to have 
only mouthed “fuddle dud- 
dle” during a heated Com¬ 
mons exchange, but a 
colourful outburst by 
Justin Trudeau during 
question period is leaving 
no room for confusion. 

The Liberal MP was 
heard quite clearly to have 
called Environment Minis¬ 
ter Peter Kent a “piece of s- 
-t,” causing a momentary 
uproar in the House yester¬ 
day. 

Kent had just finished 
telling his NDP critic 
Megan Leslie that she was 
ill-informed about a recent 
climate-change conference 
because she hadn’t attend¬ 
ed. But the government 
had prevented opposition 
MPs from being part of the 
official Canadian delega¬ 
tion. 

Following question peri¬ 
od, Trudeau rose immedi¬ 
ately to apologize. 

“I lost my temper and 
used language that was 
most decidedly unparlia¬ 
mentary and for that I un¬ 
reservedly apologize and 
withdraw my remarks,” he 
said. Kent said he wasn't 
troubled by the language,

Segal says about 13 per 
cent of Canada’s mobile 
users access their banking 
on their phone on a month¬ 


ly basis, which is roughly 
on par with the U.S. market 
and ahead of the European 
Union. 

TD Bank and RBC had 
the biggest chunk of the 
market, with 26.7 per cent 
and 25.7 per cent of mobile 
banking users, followed by

I, for one, was inspired by the 
Kyoto Protocol, which ushered 
in a bold new era in which 
countries throughout the 
world put aside their 
differences and worked 
together to ignore the Kyoto Protocol. 

It’s rare you see that kind of teamwork 
outside of arms deals. 

The Conservatives pulled Canada out of 
Kyoto this week, and it would be easy to 
mock them (fun, too), but this is a failure 

_ _we all share in. 

When the Kyoto deal was signed in 1997, we talked 
about the deal as if something really exceptional had hap¬ 
pened that would unite humanity — like the end of 
nuclear weapons or a Saved by the Bell reunion special. 

We were breathlessly told

that we’d be able to breathe 
again, all thanks to 160 sig¬ 
natories sending the 
amount of greenhouse gases 
back to the halcyon days of 
the 1980s. 

The U.S., showing its usu¬ 
al world leadership, got the 
failure started when George 
W. Bush said the protocol 
was “economically irrespon¬ 
sible” — a description that 
looked a little short-sighted 
when New Orleans did its 
imitation of the SpongeBob SquarePants mise-en-scene. 

At the time, Canada took its usual official diplomatic 
position toward the U.S. of being smug. According to 
WikiLeaks, Paul Martin’s official cable to the U.S. was 
“Tslc, tslc, tslc.” Canada’s greenhouse-gas record was as bad 
as America’s but we left that part out, as one does. 

Some blame goes to the accord’s writers, too: We 
should have known Kyoto was doomed as soon as we 
heard there were environmental “credits” that could be 
used to offset actually helping the environment — a sort 
of frequent-polluter points card. Getting out of pollution 
standards because you are planting trees, say, seems to me 
like getting out of a speeding ticket in the morning 
because you plan to drive under the speed limit in the af¬ 
ternoon. 

Finally, of course, there’s you. Did you do anything wor¬ 
thy of an environmental award since 1997? Recycling and 
composting only gets you a Certificate of Attendance. 

Global warming is too slow, too subtle for humans. Us 
rats, we don’t understand risk-reward if the electric shock 
comes decades later. 

I’m still hopeful. Everyone seems to value the environ¬ 
ment, even if they weren’t on board for Kyoto. One- 
hundred-and-sixty countries failed in Japan, but it could 
be different now. If we really believe, we could get 190, 
maybe 200 countries on the road to probable failure this 
time. When it comes to world diplomacy, this is progress. 

(Deep breaths, everyone. Deep breaths.)

• 2 ml (1/2 tsp) dried thyme 

• 1 ml ( 1/4 tsp) cayenne pep¬ 
per 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) black pepper 

• 2 ml (1/2 tsp) salt 

• 285 g (10 oz) peeled and 
deveined cooked medium 
shrimp 

• 6 Peppadew peppers, quar¬ 
tered 

• 2 mangoes, peeled, cubed 

• 1/2 English cucumber, cut 
in 1/2 moon slices

The holiday season is sup¬ 
posed to be one of family 
fun and relaxation, howev¬ 
er, sometimes the obliga¬ 
tions of the season create 
unneeded stress. 

So how do we deal with 
the stress of gift giving to 
service providers?

MORE CANADIANS ARE 
CHOOSING TO HELP OTHERS 
OVER THE HOLIDAYS 


During the Christmas holidays, there tends to be a 
focus on gift giving, but there is a growing movement 
towards charitable gift giving. 

“I think it’s a sort of growing voice,” says Owen 
Charters, the executive director of canadahelps.org. 

Canadahelps.org is a Canadian website that allows 
people to make online donations to any registered 
Canadian charity. 

Charters says part of the reason for the 
charitable gift giving movement is that 
in an aging population, people are 
having a hard time finding items of 
need for themselves and others. 

“How many more things do we 
really need?” is a question Charters 
says many baby boomers are asking 
themselves. 

Charters says companies are also 
gravitating towards charitable gift giving. 

Rather than sending out cards and gifts, some are 
instead sending out holiday cards by email and making 
a donation to charity. 

For Heather Avery, a resident of Truro, N.S., her 
practice of charitable gift giving during the Christmas 
holidays originated from her husband’s family. Avery’s 
husband grew up on a farm and the values of being 
appreciative of what you had and helping others in 
need were instilled in the children from an early age. 


Charitable gift giving is an idea she has bought into 
completely. 

“When I came on the scene, it was like, ‘Oh, you 
don’t give your mom and dad a gift for Christmas,”’ 
recalls Avery. “Now it’s second nature. It’s just, ‘This 
is what we do. What charity are we choosing this 
year?’ It’s the way it should be.” 

Another added benefit of making a 
donation to charity is the tax benefits, 
although research shows this is only a 
small motivating factor for people. 

With around 80,000 charities in 
Canada, choosing one (or a few) to 
donate to can be a challenge. Charters 
recommends checking out charities’ 
annual reports and their websites to get 
a better idea of the work they are doing 
and the sort of impact they are having. 
Also, don’t hesitate to contact the 
organization for additional information. 

“An organization that’s doing great work is usually 
proud to talk about what they are up to,” says Charters. 

One important thing to determine is whether an 
organization is actually a charity. To verify this, the 
Canada Revenue Agency (CRA) recommends people 
ask a charity for its registration number and then 
confirm its status by accessing CRA’s charities listing 
on its website (era-arc.gc.ca) or by phoning CRA.

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Herd power play can give and take away 


The Halifax Mooseheads’ 
new-loolc power play is 
proving to be something 
of a double-edged sword. 

Loading up their top

O Elite defence, multi-tasking for¬ 
wards named to Canadian WJC team 


The Canadian team 
charged with reclaiming 
gold at the world junior 
hockey championship will 
be able to count on a big, 
deep defence, multi-pur¬ 
pose forwards and an expe¬ 
rienced goaltender. 

“We have real good bal¬ 
ance,” coach Don Hay said 
yesterday of his 22-man 
squad. “When we tried to 
put the team together, we 
really looked at what we’d 
need if somebody went 
down with an injury.
